In connection with this matter, the Director noted: ’•Place Fordham on no 
contact list. ” 

Fordham, born 7-8-05, Greensboro, North Carolina, is 
well-known to the Bureau, although we have never conducted an investigation 
concerning him. In 1948 while serving as the Dean of the College of Law at 
Ohio State University, he spoke at a civil rights rally sponsored by a reportedly 
potentially subversive organization which was allegedly controlled by a small 
group of Communist Party members. During the rally, Fordham reportedly 
stated that the "Cpngressional Un-American Activities Committee had no 
valid excuse for existing. ’’ ^1 

In 1955, while Fordham was Dean of the University of Pennsylvania 
School of Law, the Fund for the Republic awarded a grant to that School’s 
Institute of Legal Research for the purpose of conducting a study concerning 
governmental interception and impounding of nonmailable matter. In 1966, it 
was reported that/aTO^ention of the American Bar Association, a committee 
chaired by Fordham would propose the establishment of a new ’Section of 
Individual Rights and Responsibilities.

I have the copy designated for me of the letter of 
March 4, 1971, to Mr. Scott J. Weiner, Special Agent in Charge 
of our Denver, Colorado, field office, from Keith H. Asplin, 

Ph.D., Director of the Placement Office at your university, in 
which he alleged that this Bureau is violating the Government’s 
equal employment opportunity regulations by restricting our Special 
Agent position to males and advised that in the future the FEI will 
not be granted the privilege of recruiting on the campus of Colorado* 
State University: We take serious exception to his branding our 
policy as a violation and the purpose of this letter is to set the 
record straight. 

In supporting his contention, Dr. Asplin referred to 
Section 1G04.1, Chapter XIV, Title 29, Code of Federal Regula- 
tions . That citation represents regulations issued by the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission pursuant to Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1934 (42 U. S. Code 2000e— 12). Under that 
statute the term ‘'employer" does not include the United States . 

Equal employment opportunity for Federal employees and applicants 
stems from Executive Older 11478, Accordingly, the citation to > 
which Dr. Asplin referred is not governing insofar as Federal V' 
employees and applicants are concerned. 

The United States Civil Service Commission has basic 
responsibility for implementation of equal employment opportunity 
throughout the Federal service. This Bureau’s policy of limiting 
our Special Agent position to males Is in concert with Civil Service

Commission regulations on this subject appearing in the Federal ' 
Personnel Manual, Chapter 332, Subchapter 4, Item 5, which state 
that law enforcement positions requiring the bearing of firearms 
are exceptions to the basic policy that consideration of applicants 
for appointment shall not be restricted to one sex. The FBI is in 
full accord with the Commission's regulations. 

Further, our policy is baeed on a careful, objective 
evaluation of all pertinent factors germane to the operations and 
effectiveness of the FBI, particularly those inherent in the broad 
range of challenges which special Agents must satisfactorily meet 
to enable this Bureau to properly discharge the responsibilities 
entrusted to it and to do so with optimum return to the public trust. 
Our force of Special Agents is comparatively small considering f 
the sparse deployment of it throughout the United States and Puerto 
Rico. Therefore, we must insist that each Special Agent be capable 
of performing all duties of hi.s position whenever and wherever nec-, 
essary . This means it is imperative that each Special Agent be 
qualified for the strenuous physical exertion required to effectively 
participate in arrests and raids which involve the use of firearms, 
physical subduing of dangerous criminals, and self-defense. Per- 
formance of these duties frequently requires work during any time 
of day or night and exposure to all kinds of adverse environmental 
conditions. Experience has demonstrated very clearly to us that 
our Special Agent position must be limited to males and our stand 
on this point is inalterable. 

May I say, also, that a policy forbidding the FBI to 
recruit employees from the members of your graduating classes 
would be unfortunate for all concerned. The FBI needs, fov public 
purposes, to continue recruiting wclll-educatod employees. We 
have in the past hired many fine young people from Colorado and 
neighboring states and we should like to continue looking for their 
equal in all logical places. It is to the interest of the university 
to enaeurago ogporiunMlM m employment whieh the student finds

INTERVIEW WITH CHIEF SARDINO: 


I, with SRA | appeared at the 

office of Chief SARDINO on 5/3/71. SARDINO was accompanied 
by First Deputy Chief JOHN C. DILLON. 

I advised SARDINO that we were present to determine 
the basis for the remarks attributed to SARDINO in the 
news article and to secure specific instances of lack of 
cooperation, failure to disseminate and publicity seeking 
[on the part of the FBI, I stated I had completely cooperated 
with all law enforcement agencies within the Albany Division 
during the three years I have been assigned to Albany 
and I had not received any complaints of this nature 
and desi red to know why the Chief hadn't come to me or Agent 

| If he had any complaints as reported In the newspaper. 
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Chief SARDINO advised he wanted to set forth the 
bee ’ground and atmosphere in which the remarks had been 
made. He stated he had been addressing a group of thirty 
journalism students at Syracuse University to give them 
experience in interviewing. He gave a talk of about 
fifteen minutes enuring which he commented upon the opera- 
tions of the Syracuse Police Department and the problems 
associated therewith. At the end of his talk, during a 
question and answer period which covered many subjects, , 
he was asked how he felt about the FBI and the degree of 
cooperation with his Department. His response included 
his high regard for the ability, integrity and esprit 
de corps of FBI Agents which he considers the best trained 
investigative agency in the world, that he considered the 
cooperation and relations at Syracuse to be good, but he 
felt the cooperation could be better. He stated the 
remarks were made in an academic atmosphere between instruc- 
tor and students and he did not suspect that he would be 
quoted. At one point, later in the discussion } SARDINO 
said he resented my questioning him concerning comments 
he had made in an academic setting. I told him at that 
point that he had made the statements publically, that they 
appeared in the public press, and that I had a perfect 
right to question him concerning the basis ,pf his state- 
ments . 


1 I asked if the comments attributed to him in the 
news article were accurate and Chief SARDINO replied pn 
this and several subsequent occasions, "In general, yes." 
However, he denied making any comments to the effect that 
the FBI was more interested in publicity than results. The'. other 
quotations in the news articles were read to him and he 
acknowledged that they t-ere generally accurate and that was 
how he did feel. When asked for specific instances in b6 

support of his statements, SARDINO stated he had been b7c 

busy over the weekend and had not: p repared s pecific cases 
to cite although he acknowledged SA l | had requested 

such on April 30th. He stated that if he was pushed to do 
so, he could cite examples but at that time he was not 
prepared to cite a single example. 
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Persistent questioning elicited the same response on 
several occasions. Subsequently, after more than an hour's 
discussion, SARDINO advised that he could think of an 
"issue" but he d^d not care to cite it at this time because 
I would have to take administrative action against a well 
regarded Agent. He alleged the Agent had been personally 
told about a statement he had made, had not done it again, 
and he did not wish to discuss the matter any further. 

He would not expand or comment further in this regard. He 
h inferred that this situation had occurred several years ago. 

$ SARDINO repeatedly stated he was not proud or happy 
jover the news article, that it had caused him a lot of flak

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SARDINO that many Top Ton arrests are made with the coopera- 
tion and assistance of State, County and local law 
enforcement officers. SARDINO replied that he understood 
the FBI's official position but he was still entitled to 
his opinion. 

I asked the Chief if he didn't feel he owed the 
FBI proof of instances supporting his statements or in 
the absence of same, a public retraction. 

SARDINO advised that he wanted to "let the matter 
lay and become dormant," that he didn't want to continue 
the public controversy; also that if he wanted to state 
specific instances that he, and only he, would decide 
when and if he would do so. He stated that at some 
indefinite time in the future, if he deemed it necessary, 
and the matter did not drop, he might decide to make some 
public statement about specific instances as requested. 

He refused to set any time period for his reply or statement,

Throughout the hour- and- a-half interview, repetitious

at some future date possibly, he might provide specific 
instances of lack of cooperation or he might make further 
public comment, but only he would decide when and if such 
1 1 explanations or statements would be made.

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- r.ruo the comment that if there was any decrease in the 
cooperation received from the FBI or in the amount of 
Information received from it, he would not hesitate to

The Not To Contact list is a card index of 3 3)2 in- 
dividuals whose statements or attitude, generally when contacted 
on official business, gave rise to doubts as to the advisability 
of contacting them again. When a person was placed on the 
Not To Contact list, the Field Office covering the residence 
or occupation or both was advised that this particular individual 
should not be contacted without prior Bureau authority. Thus, 
the Not To Contact list did not prohibit future contact, but 
specified it could be made only after clearance with the Bureau. 

Examples of the type of individuals on this list 
are set forth below. 

Dr ♦ VanneVcir Bush : Dr. Bush was placed on 
the Not To Contact list in June, 1964, at 
which time he was connected with the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. He was so designated 
when he made derogatory statements concerning the 
Bureau when contacted on an applicant-type case. • 

Rex/Stout ; H&ex Stout is an author who was / 

designip^Td for this list in 1965 because of his then- 
new mystery novel, "The Doorbell Rang." This novel 
presented a highly distorted and most unfavorable 
picture of the FBI in its operations as they relate 
to the plot of the book.
